Group I, claim(s) 35-50, drawn to a method of inactivation a target cell in the presence of 
T cells using a targeting agent, superantigen and an immune modulator. 

Group II, claim(s) 51-84, drawn to conjugates of targeting agents with superantigens 

and/or immune modulators, DNA encoding said conjugates and pharmaceutical 
preparations comprising said conjugates. 

3. The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: The claims are broadly drawn to combinations of 
targeting agents, superantigens and immune response modulators, however, there is no 
requirement in the composition claims of Group II that the superantigen and immune response 
modulator be directed toward T cells. Superantigenic molecules which stimulate B cell activity 
without stimulating T cells are also known and usable in the presence of a target cell. 
Accordingly, the claims are not so linked by a special technical feature so as to constitute a single 
inventive concept.
